A Decade of Doing 


The idea of building a school 
like W. P. Wagner High School was in 
the minds of education planners and 
administrators of the Edmonton Public 
School Board as far back as 1957. 

Some practical implementation 
of the planning done started in 
1960-61 in some junior high schools 
and in the Kingsway shops. 

In 1964 the programs were ex- 
tended by creating the so-called 
laboratory schools - McKay Avenue 
School and the Old Scona School. 

The expansion of the programs 
was necessary because of the increase 
In demand. 

In 1964 the Edmonton Public 
School Board was in the position to 
make use of the money supplied by 
the federal government according to 
the Technical-Vocational Training 
Agreement between the Province of 
Alberta and the federal government. 

Subsequently, on March 10, 1964, 
the name of the school was given as 
W. P. Wagner High School, in recog- 
nition of Mr. William Phillip Wagner, 
B.A., M.Ed., for his contribution to 
education as Superintendent of the 
Edmonton Public School System. 

On April 4, 1964, the first 
principal was designated - Mr. Elmer 
S. Gish. 

The same month, on the 9th, the 
architectural firm of Sinclair, 
Skakun and Naito was commissioned to 
design our school. 

In July of 1968, the school was 
completed by the contractor - Poole 
Construction Company Ltd. at an 
approximate cost of $5,500,000.00. 

The big day finally arrived on 
September 3, 1968 when the doors 
opened the first time to 800 
registered students. 

The official opening took place 
on January 31, 1969 with guests from 
the Government of Alberta, Edmonton 
Public School Board, the Edmonton- 
Strathcona constituency, as special 
guest - Mr. W. P. Wagner. In lieu of 
the traditional “Ribbon-Cutting", 
the "Golden Chain" was cut with a 
blazing oxy-acetylene torch. 

In September, 1969, the second 
year of operation started with 900 
registered students. 

As expected, the school had 
many firsts, but on November 25, 
1969, the most unusual took place: 
Our banana tree, in the greenhouse, 
burst forth with a cluster of fruit, 
48 bananas in all. 


With the end of term we lost 
our first principal, Mr. Elmer Gish, 
who took up the position as super- 
intendent of the St. Albert Separate 
School Board. He was replaced in the 
next term by Mr. D. P. Stetsko, past 
assistant principal. 

At the Graduation Exercises on 
June 11, 1970, the Wagner Warrior, 

a project of the welding department, 
was brought to life and served in 
the future as a traditional part of 
our school. 

In the years that followed, the 


Student enrollment increased to over 
1100 a year. 


Changes in teaching staff have 
been many, of the original 71 teach- 
ers there are but 16 still on staff. 

After eight years as principal, 
Mr. Stetsko left us to be replaced 
by our present principal, Mr. E. 
Harder.

During the past ten years, not 
only have the students benefited from 
the services of our school, but the 
community at large looks to our 
school as a stepping stone for their 
sons and daughters in a world which 
otherwise would have been closed 
for many of them. 


Congratulations to all who have contributed 


to making the 1977/1978 Year Book a success. 
The cooperation, quality of workmanship 
and the portrayal of work and pleasure recorded 
here indicate that the hopes and aspirations 
which motivated the planning and construction 
of W. P. Wagner High School are being realized. 
This Year Book, as those which have 
preceded it, will serve as a continuing 
reminder of friendships, events and experiences 
that have had a part in making us what we are. 
Hopefully these memories will be pleasant and 
positive in that they have enriched our lives, 
broadened our horizons and have indicated more 
clearly a place and purpose for each of us.
